Shatover won the Derby.

The Senate Military Committee had a

An industrious exchange says during 


the decade.from 1870 toJ1880 the popula- 
tion of the United States increaied 11,- 
597,412, or 30 per cent. The last cen- 
sus shows the population of the States 
and Territories to be 50,155,783. The 
greatest gain was in Colorado, whose 
population increased 387 per cent, dur- 
ing the decade, or from 39,864 in 1870, 
to 194,327 in 1880. The least gain was 
in Vermont, whose increase waa but % 
per cent, during the ten years, her total 
;ain being but 1,735. Nebraska in- 
creased her population by 329,109, or 
268 per cent. Kansas added 631,697 to 
her population, or 174 per* cent. The 
3tates|ei the Pacific coast show a growth 
considerably above the average, 30 per 
cent., but far below the increase of Col-, 
orado, Nebraska and Kansas. Califor- 
nia added 301,447, or 54 per cent, to 
ler population; Oregon added 92 per 
cent., or 83,445, and Nevada 47 per 
cent., or 19,775. The sixteen Southern 
States show an aggregate gain of 35% 
>er cent., which is but a trifle above the 
average. Two of them, Georgia and 
•forth Carolina, just maintain the aver- 
age of 30 per cent., while eight fall be 
ow, as follows: Alabama, 27 per cent.; 
Delaware, 17; Kentucky, 25; Louisiana, 
29; Maryland, 20; Missouri, 26; Ten- 
nessee, 23; Virginia, 23. The greatest 
absolute gain in people is in Texas, 
which added 773,170 to her numbers. 
Pennsylvania follows next, with an in- 
crease ot 760,940; New York third, with 
700,112; Kansas fourth, with 631,697, 
and Illinois fifth, with 537,980. The 


w England States are all nearly at a 


standstill, their aggregate gain being 
rat a fraction over 13 per cent. 


THE PENSION BOLLS. 


Commissioner Dudley has furnished 


'to the Senate, in response to a resolu- 
tion of inquiry, a statement showing 
the total amount paid annually in each 
Congressional district and count; on ac- 
count of pension; also the number of 
pensioners residing in each connty and 
Congressional district, and the total 
amount paid on account of arrearages 
for the year ending September 4, 1881. 


It appears that the total number of 


pensioners whose names were on the 
rolls September 4th was 269,851, the 
annual value of whose pensions is $29,- 
263,469. 
Of these 12,000 were not 


paid, and having failed to claim their 
pensions within three years they have 
lapsed; 5,000 were sailors whose resi- 
dences are not known. 


The number of pensioners actually 


paid was 252,851 and the value of the 
pensions, including arrears, was $51,. 
224,204. We notice in the table oi dis- 
tribution of pensions among the several 
States and Territories that a very large 
proportion of them reside in the States 
of New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Illinois. The largest nurjaber reside in 
New York, over $6,500,000 being tha 
value of annual pensions and arrears 
payable in that Bute during tbe year 
ending September 4, 1881. 
In Alaska 


there is but one pensioner, whose pen- 
sion is worth $170 annually. Nevada 
has 60, the value of their annual pen- 
sions be.cg place i at $6,380, and with 
arrears, amounting to $9,570.

Th* Growth of States. 


The> Crop Prospects. 


[Frank Leslie's.) 


As our national wealth depends al- 


most entirely on our agricultural pro- 
ducts, it is worth while to inquire what 
the prospects are for the harvests to be 
garnered next Fall. It is especially im- 
portant that the grain crops this year 
should show a marked increase on those 
3f 1881, since the undoubted decrease 
last year has seriously deranged not a 
few branches of industry dependent 
upon ceraalsjfor their prosperity. 
The 


wheat crop last year not only showed a 
deficit, but it is now officially stated 
that the yield of corn was only 1,194,- 
000,000 bushels, or fully 240,000,000 
bushels less than the average for the 
previous six years. This is the reason 
that the receipts of grain are so small 
at the great Western markets, that spec- 
ulative cliques have been able to advance 
wheat here to $1 55 per bushel and 
corn to 98 cents; and that the Liver- 
pool steamship companies here and at 
Boston have been willing to take the 
grain for nothing rather than pay for 
ballast—a state of affairs almost unpre- 
cedented in the maritime history of this 
port. In short, within the last nine 
months we have lost about $60,000,000 
by the decrease in the grain exports. 


But it is gratifying to be able to state, 


that the prospects for an increased 
wheat crop this year are now very good. 
Here and' there the outlook is rather 
unfavorable, but over the greater por- 
tion of the wheat belt the indications 
are certainly of an encouraging charac- 
ter. 
March ewas unfavorable in some 


districts and April opened with storms 
and intensely cold weather that un- 
doubtedly did some damage to the win- 
ter wheat and delayed farming opera- 
tions. But within a week the more 
seasonable weather has banished the 
apprehensions before entertained, and 
it is now agreed by those whose opin- 
ions are not influenced by speculative 
considerations that the yield of winter 
wheat not only promises finely, but that 
tbe crop of spring wheat, by reason ol 
the larger area planted this year, is 
likely to show an improvement increase 
over the last crop. Grass lands in the 
far West, which were at one time seri- 
ously threatened, by drauijht, are be. 
lieved to have been saved by the recent 
snows'and rains. 


As an instance of the altered opinions 


of the merchants in regard to tbe wheat 
yield, it lit now noticeable that what are 
known as the winter wheat markets ol 
the West are disposed to take a down- 
ward turn unless the speculative cliques 
find it to their interest to advance prices. 


As to the cotton crop, the prospects 


seem everywhere favorable. The crop 
last year decreased materially owing to 
draught, but this year tbe yield, there 
seems no reason to doubt, will be mark- 
edly augmented. The yield in Louis 
laiia, it is believed, will show a larger 
increase than that of nay other State; 
the overflow ol the Mississippi is ex- 
pected to have' tbe same bonencient 
effect, so far as the soil is concerned a« 
tbe aunuul overflow of the Nile; and the 
ulluvial deposits will undoubtedly re- 
duce ths expense for fertilizers. As 
the ' water rectifies planting is begun, 
and it is now expected thut the eutire 
uotton district recently under water wil 
be seeded by May 1st. 
An to two olhei 


important Sauthera crops, rice anc 
sugar, the outlook is, on the whole 
favorable. Both were injured last yeai 
by drought; both showed a large de- 
crease in the yield compared with the 
previous year, and both are now likely 
in the end to be benefited by the over- 
flow of the Mississippi, though the 
harvest will be a little later than usual 


Of course nothing will be certainly 


known concerning the various crops for 
several months, but it is noticeable tha 
the feeling in mercantile circles is more 
cheerful than recently, owing to iho 
favorable prospects. 


BeeharterlBC tbe National Banki. 


[8.'F. Call.], 


A very interesting discussion is going 


on in the House on the propositioa to 
recharter the National Banks. There 
are now in existence over twenty-three 
aandreds of these banks, and their orig- 
inal charters, running for twenty years, 
are beginning to expire. About four 
hundred reach their limit before the 
present Congress goes out of exiatenoe. 
The paper currency of the United States 
is composed of Treasury notes, more 
commonly-spoken of as legal tenders or 
greenbacks, and National bank notes, in 
nearly even proportions. The legal 
tenders are a part of the national debt, 
but bear no interest. The Government 
has been prepared since 1879 to redeem 
all that might be presented, and for that 
purpose keep a large supply of coin in 
the Treasury, but the people prefer the 
notes to the coin. The only cost of 
these notes to the Government is the 
interest on the coin kept on hand tor 
redemption purposes, and this is par- 
tially met by losses of notes in the hands 
of the public. On the National Bank's 
half of the currency, the Government 
substantially pays interest. 
Govern- 


ment bonds bearing interest are held by 
the banks and serve as security for the 
currency of the banks. The banks pur- 
chase these bonds, deposit them with 
tbe Treasurer, and draw interest on them 
precisely as other holders of Govern- 
ment at our i ties do. By the present law 
the banks are allowed to issue notes 
only for 90 per cent of the value of 
bonds held, but a proposition ig now be- 
fore the House requiring tbe banks to 
keep only an excess of bonds over cur- 
rency of $10,000. ' The peculiar feature 
of tbe National banking system is that 
the banks earn two interests on their 
money, with the exception of ten p«r 
cent excess of bonds over currency they 
are required by law to deposit. An as- 
sociation buys $100.000 in bonds, de- 
posits them with the United States 
Treasurer, receives interest on the full 
amount of bonds, and is authorized to 
issue $90,000 iu currency. For pur- 
poses of revenue, therefore the bank has 
$190,000 in place of its original $100,- 
000. For this privilege they are re- 
quiied to pay a tax of one-half of one 
per cent on their circulation, but even 
this tax is regarded as an exaction to ba 
got rid of as soon as possible. The Na- 
tional Bank notes, as we have said, to 
the extent of their circulation, are rep- 
resented by bonds in the Treasury with 
ten per cent excess of bonds over circu- 
lation. If the Government issued these 
notes directly, it could pay 90 per cent 
of the bonds it holds and pays interest 
on on account of the National Banks. 
The interest-bearing debt would be re- 
duced by a corresponding amount. As- 
suming the aggregate circulation of the 
banks to be $360,000,000, the interest- 
bearing debt would be reduced by pre- 
cisely that amount if the Government 
should use its own notes in place of the 
bank notes, without adding one dollar 
to the volume of the currency. But it is 
urged against this proposition that Cop- 
gress might add to the currency at .will 
if the banks were out of the way. *Pi» 
quite true that both Houses of Cp'a: 
gress, with the President's approval, 
could expand the currency. They could 
not do so without letting the country 
know what they were doing and without 
being held responsible for what they 
had done. But a dozen bank Presidents 
can decide in their bank parlors, to 
either expand or contract the currency, 
without being called upon to give any 
account of their action. They are busi- 
ness men handling their own inouey 
aud bound only by existing lawn. If 
they determine to withdraw notes from 
circulation and take op bonds deposited 
with the Treasurer, there is no law for- 
bidding them to do so 
Some of the 


journals friendly to the backing system 
say that the currency is safer in the 
hands of experienced bank Presidents 
than it would be with Congress. This 
is hardly a compliment to our National 
Legislature. The banks are conducted 
confessedly in their own interest 
They 


are not sworn to do the best they can 
for tbe country at large. They have 
not been elected to any office by the 
people, and have not to go to the people 
to give au account of their stewardship. 
If they make money for their stock- 
holders they have done all that is re- 
quired of them. To urge that these ir- 
responsible bank officials are more safe 
custodians than Congress of interests so 
important as the expansion or contrac- 
tion of the currency, is to put Congress 
on a very low level. 


Congress is in the sixth month of its 


session, and we cannot remember a» 
many as a half-dozen bills that it has 
yet passed of national interest. This is 
slow work. About 8,300 bills are on 
its flies, 6,200 of which are credited to 
the House. It is not supposed th.it 
one-tenth of these bills will get through, 
and it will, perhaps, be better for the 
country that they should not, as "the 
country is governed too much."—S. t\ 
Call, 


The United Mates Said te> Have 


Shifletf Into the Torrid Zone. 


A gentleman who has devoted his life 


to the science of astronomy writes the 
Chicago Times in support of the theory 
of Blake, the astronomer of Cleveland, 
Ohio, who declares that, owing to the 
change in the pxralloliuui of the axis of 
the rotation of the earth, wnich change 
took place during a superior planetary 
conjunction, October 11,1877, the entire 
United 8tat«s is now in the torrid zone. 
The writer says that the State of Ohio is 
directly upon the new equator. He 
sendn tbe Times the mean temperature 
taken at Cleveland, Ohio, for twenty 
consecutive years. This table demon- 
strates n gradual gain of warmth. Dur- 
ing the lour years preceding 1877 and 
the four years thai have since passed, it 
appears that it has been 8.25 degrees 
hotter in Ohio than ever before, tbe 
heat increasing annually since 1877 
nearly at the rate of two degrees. Blake 
says that in 1890 we will have the full 
blaze of an undoubted equatorial sun. 
The Northern States will soon raise rice, 
sugar cane, oranges, lemons, bananas, 
dates, tigs, tobacco, cotton, tropical' 
fruits aud productions suited to the cli- 
matic change. 
Summer now begins 


May 1 and ends Oct. 21—Six months 
Summer. This Summer, 1882, it is 
claimed will be the hottest in tbe history 
of the United States. It is apparent 
that thes« astronomical scientists have 
paid no attention to the extreme West. 
We do not think our portion of this 
mundane sphere has skewed around. 
If it baa, it has keen moved northward. 
Instead of growing torrid, the Pacific 
Coast is growing more fiigid. No one 
who has pasted the Winter in thin sec- 
tion will deny thi*.

The United States Supreme Gout 


has just given a decision in the case of 
the so-called Premium Bond Act of 
Louisiana which will scarcely be rel- 
ished by the Mahoneites of Virginia. 
In 1876 the Legislature of Louisiana 
passed an Act prohibiting the levying 
of a tax for the payment of certain con- 
solidated bonds issued by the City of 
New Orleans in 1852 under direct legis- 
lative authority, and of which there are 
some $4,000,000 outstanding. The high- 
est court in the State sustained the re- 
Ifediating Act, but appeal was taken to 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
for a writ of mandamas to cempel the 
municipal authorities to levy a special 
tax for the purpose of paying both the 
interest and principal of the bonds, and 
that court now reverses the decision of 
the court below, and directs that a man- 
damus be issued as applied fer. In 
giving this decision, Judge Field holds 
that the Act of 1852 constitutes a valid 
and binding contract between the State 
and the holders of bonds issued under 
contract, which subsequent legislation 
cannot be permitted to annul, and that 
the Premium Bond Act of 1876 is "the 
most remarkable piece of legislation 
ever presented to this court for consid- 
eration, amounting, as it does,' to the 
open repudiation of the city's faith. Leg- 
islation of a State thus impairing the 
obligation of a contract made under its 
authority is null and void, and the 
courts in enforcing the contract will 
pursue the same course and apply the 
same remedies as though s«ch invalid 
legislation had never existed." The 
bearing of this decision upon the case 
•f Virginia is obvious. It practically 
says to Mahone and his followers, in 
advance, that if they shall persist in the 
attempt to repudiate the just obligations 
of the State, the court will, if appealed 
to, interfere for the protection of those 
mho hold these obligations, and compel 
the honest payment of every dollar of 
just indebtedness. The decision does 
not come a moment too soon for the vin- 
dication of the honor and good name of 
the country.
